Concerned about the pos¬ 
sibilities of heavy rains and 
mud slides due to the recent 
burn off in the watershed, 
a meeting was called with 
the Los Angeles County 
Flood Control District to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

The LACFCD told the city 
that they ha** prepared a 
map in five sections, they 
Ireing designated areas A, B, 
C, D and E. 

Area A had five homes 
with possible mud flow, they 
being the easterly side of the 
canyon abutting the wash 
adjacent to Woodland Drive. 
Area B bad no homes threat - 
e.ned, and in Area C they in¬ 
dicated that the check dam 
located at the east end of 
Yucca Trail will require ex¬ 
cavation. The dam lias a, 
capacity of 650 cubic yards 
and the estimated potential 
from the area will be 6,000 
cubic yards. They indicated 
that homes in this area 
would be trea.tenod. In Area 
D it is believed that three 
homes will be threatened on 
Alta Vista Drive. In this area 
the debris basin at the top 
of Camillo a.nd Lotus Lane 
will have to be cleaned out 
or this area will be threat¬ 
ened. 

Area E, West Canyon on 
StonehoUse Load, the Los 
Angeles County representa¬ 
tives recommended that a 
structure be built mp in the 
canyon at a location yet to 
be designated. The size of 
the structue will have to be 
approximately 300 feet wide 
and 10 feet in heighth. The 
fire damage makes it im¬ 
perative that seme typo of 
structure be erected in this 
area. The situation will con¬ 
tinue with further discus¬ 
sion and possible action be¬ 
fore the fall and winter 
rains.

For those concerned about 
Flood and Mul-slide In¬ 
surance the following infor¬ 
mation is given for yaur re¬ 
view. 

The National Flood In¬ 
surance Program was initi¬ 
ated by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment to provide subsidized 
flood insurance to eligible 
communities. Authority un¬ 
der the Act of Congress has 
been delegated to the Fed¬ 
eral Insurance Administrator 
in II.U.D. Tiie program i s a 
cooperative effort between 
the Federal Government and 
the private insurance indus¬ 
try represented by the Na¬ 
tional Flood Insurers As¬ 
sociation. 

The City Council an Sep¬ 
tember 22. 1970, passed .Re¬ 
solution No. 70-66 requesting 
participation in the pro¬ 
gram. The City was listed 
by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urbant De¬ 
velopment a s an area eli¬ 
gible for flood insurance as 
of December 31, 1972, al¬ 
though the insurance was 
available prior to this date. 

A map of the City pre¬ 
pared lander the auspices of 
HUD delineating the City 
area and Special Flood Haz¬ 
ard Areas therein has been 
revised numerous times. The 
revisions are in iho Spe¬ 
cial Flood Hazard Areas. ,In 
the most recent revision new 
mapping procedures were 
utilized; however, changes 
in the Flood, Hazard Area 
were minor. 

A letter dated December 
14, 1972, was sent to all FI1A 
mortgages in special flood 
hazard areas by HUD stating 
that they are required to 
purchase flood insurance 
Flood Insurance policies for 
any property in the city may 
be purchased from a n y 
property or casually insur¬ 
ance agent licensed to do 
business within the state.

As early as 1963, the medi¬ 


cal societies have conspired 
with the insurance com¬ 
panies to first decrease in¬ 
surance rates to eliminate 
competition, then systema¬ 
tically fix the rates to in¬ 
crease each year, accelera¬ 
ting to an estimated indi¬ 
vidual claim cost of $25,000 
over the next five years. 

“Before insurance com¬ 
panies raise their rates, they 
have to be approved by the 
Medical Society Insurance 
Committee,” stated Dave Oy- 
ier, chairman of the com 
mittee. "For this service the 
insurance company kic k s 
back to the medical society 
one per cent for every in¬ 
surance policy sold.” 

In an anti-trust suit now 
before the courts, sworn 
testimony by the president 
of the Nettleship Company, 
John C. Allen, revealed that 
his insuance company has 
boom meeting with the medi¬ 
cal societies on a semi-an¬ 
nual basis to determine the 
rate increse for malpractice 
insurance. 

The payment of one per 
cent, coupled with the in¬ 
surance comptnies agr e e - 
ment to allow the medical 
questions of medical mal¬ 
practice claims and settle¬ 
ments, serves to demonstate 
the inherent vice of the 1963- 
69 medical society, insurance 
company relationship. 

“The Committee has long 
contended that the AMA is 
at the bottom of the mal- 
pracice insurance eont r o - 
versa’,” concluded Oyler, 
"and this is another exam¬ 
ple that proves that the AMA 
is involved in monopolistic 
practices.”

if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
CYCn long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, inregular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in'the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
